And Fatally Wounds Himself with a 


Revolver—A Wild Scene of Panic 


Among the Inmates and At- 


tendants of the Asylum. 


BROOKLYN, Dec. 26.—While the 1,100 


inmates of the Long Island state hos- 
pital, formely the Flatbush insane asy- 
lum, on Clarkson street, were being1 
treated to their Christmas dinner, yes- 
terday afternoon, Alfred F. Walker, a 
stenographer and typewriter, 20 years 
of age, who resides- at 200 Green street, 
Ureenpoint, called to see his wife, 
Mary E. Walker, who is a patient at 
the hospital. 


Mr. Walker was escorted by an at- 


tendant to the room in which his wife 
is confined. The latter, who is 23 
years of age, was admitted to the in- 
stitution on May 2, 189.">. She is suf- 
ferng from what the doctors term re- 
current mania. When the husband 
presented 
himself 
there 
was 
an 


affectionate 
greeting. 
The 
couple 


stepped into 
an 
adjoining 
room 


and 
began 
a 
conversation. 


The ward in which this room is situ- 
ated contains 40 patients. 
Ten or 


fifteen visitors besides the nurses 
were also present at the time. One of 
the nurses. Miss Mary O'Dair, just 
passed the door of the room in which 
Walker and his wife were conversing, 
when suddenly the report of a pistol 
hhot rang out." Miss O'Dair rushed to 
the door of the room just in time to 
bee Walker place the weapon to his 
head and fire a second shot, while 
feeated in a chair. 


Immediately there was a scene of 


the wildest confusion. The patients 
screamed and orderlies and nurses ran 
in every direction. Dr. Sylvester, the 
(superintendent, was quickly on hand, 
followed by his assistants. 


It was found that Walker had shot 


bis wife in the right temple, but the 
bullet only inflicted a slight scalp 
wound. In the effort to take his own 
life. Walker was more successful, the 
ball having penetrated the skull just 
above and behind the right ear, 
making

which 


the brain exuded. He was unconsious 
and an ambulance surgeon removed

~"~*~~ upon hearing what was 


MAGNET IN SURGERY. 


B»*d to Draw a Chip of Steel from a MA 


feref* Eye- 


Joseph Brown, of Plainfleld, N. J., 


owes his eyesight to a powerful mag- 
net. 


Brown was employed in the Potter 


press works in Plainfield, N. J. While 
it his bench a chip of steel flew from the 
head of his hammer and lodg^ed in the 
sclerotic coat of the eyeball. The pain 
resulting from the wound was excru- 
ciating, and as the local physicians were 
unable to relieve the injured man he 
was taken to New York from Plainfield 
and the surgeons at the eye anrl ear in- 
firmary were asked to aid him, if pos- 
sible. 


An examination of the injured eye 


disclosed the fact that the steel had 
penetrated so deeply that the use oi 
the surgeon's knife meant the absolute 
destruction of the eye. This ended all 
hope of relief by means of an operation 


It was decided, as a last resort, to see 


if the great magnet of the infirmary

would accomplish what could not safe- 
ly be done with the knife. This magnet 
is the largest and strongest in the 
world. It is constructed of iron coih 
two feet in length and 12 inches in di- 
ameter. At the ends of the poles the 
soft iron is exposed. The dynamo oi 
the infirmary furnishes the power, 
which is f,o great that its extent hat 
never been accurately calculated. It is 
known, however, that the magnet's 
power of attraction is sufficient to sup- 
port of object weighing 100 jjounds. 


In this giant agent of magnetic powci 


lay Brown's onl3' hope for aid. All prep- 
arations were made, and the patient 
was led near one of the points of the 
magnet. The lid of the injured eye was 
drawn so that the surface of the eyeball 
was fully exposed, the patient being so 
placed that the power of attraction was 
greatest at the point where the steel 
had entered the sclerotic coat. 


Almost at the moment the eye was 


exposed to the magnet's power Brown 
felt a sharp pain, followed by a contrac 
tion of 'the muscles. Then the surgeons 
saw that on the surface of the blood 
marked eyeball was visible a shining 
bit of steel—only a mite of steel, to be 
sure, but none the less deadly in its et 
feet upon the patient's sight. 


A small magnet was brought into 


requisition, and a second later the chip 
of steel, which had caused Brown days 
of agony, adhered to its surface. The 
magnets, great and small, had proved 
themselves valuable aids to surgery. 


After this Brown's eye was surgically 


dressed and he remained at the in- 
firmary for further treatment. 


While the sight of Brown's injured 


eye is probably destroyed, the patien' 
will have one eye us good as anyone's 
Had the knife been used to extract the 
f^rol tlv> Fight of the o*her would in 
all probability have been destroyed 
through sympathy.

Newspapers Most Be Tborouffh Gen- 


Memen'or Tbey Cannot Bold 


Tbetr rositlons. 


Special Wasfitnston Letter. 


The successful 
newspaper corre- 


spondent at the national capital must 
«be a g-entJeman. He must mingle with 
men who represent tens of thousands 
of citizens; and with senators who are 
selected by the legislatures of sovereign 
states. These men are regarded .as 
the best men in their several districts 
and states; for the people have elected 
them an d set upon them the seal of their 
npproi al. They are. gentlemen, cul- 
tured, refined, and scholarly. Of course 
there are exceptions, but the rule pre- 
vails. The newspaper correspondents 
who meet with them daily must be gen- 
tlemen, 'and they must not be inferior 
to them if they would command success. 


There was a time when statesmen 


could say, and d id say, concerning any 
publication which did not please thera, 
that "it is a newspaper lie." They werS 
so much bigger ajid greater than the 
correspondents that they* could assume 
lordly airs and with a wave of the hand 
dispose of a correspondent who dared 
to criticise them. A new era was be- 
gun 15 years ago when Don. IMatt was 
the brilliant editor 6f the Sunday Cap- 
ital here. He managed his paper upon 
the assumption that a statemart is a 
public servant, amenable to criticism, 
and subject to limitaticms of power. 
Of course he met with violent opposi- 
tion in the pursuance of that policy; 
but he owned his paper and was a very 
independent man. He made enemies. 
All men of that stamp must excite ani- 
Soosities. He became bitter. He de- 
generated into an iconoclast of the most 
virulent type. He acquired popularity 
onJy with lus intimate associates; 


rpected them for their loyalty to their 
friends. 
Many a state secret id con- 


fided to gentlemen of the press, solely 
for their individual information, in or- 
der that they may have inside facts to 
use several weeks or months later on, 
when such knowledge may prove of 
great value. The journalist who would 
betray his senatorial friend .vould bo 
nn anathema on the floor of the senate 


• and also among his confreres of tjie gal- 
leries. It is a part of the unwritten con- 
stitution of the profession that secrets 
so obtained shall beheld inviolable. 


The illustration of the press gallery 


of the house of representatives might 
be misleading without a word of ex- 
planation. The picture shows the press 
pallery pretty well filled. 
It shows 


the presence of many reporters at a 
time when an exciting debate-as being 
carried on between tuo congressmen 
Upon such occasions the Mints in the 
gallery are well filled; but ordinarily 
they are empty. The correspondents 
never get news in the galleries except 
upon startling occasions. They usual 
ly get their best information in the 
senate and house restaurants, at the 
homes of the statesmen, or in the pri- 
vncy of committee rooms. Very little 
writing is done In the galleries, al- 
though everyone of the rdepresenta- 
tives of leading newspapers is pro- 
vided With pen, ink, pencil, stationary, 
and messengers to carry their manu- 
script to the telegraph1 offices in the 
rear. There are press lobbies back of 
the galleries, «here running accounts 
of daily proceedings are written with 
agile fingers, or dictated to sten- 
ographers who click the keys of type- 
writers., while the confused din of tel- 
egraphic work merrily makes conglom- 
erate clatter showing that business is 
being carried on fiom that point with 
the entire continent. 


On one occasion, needing the name of 


a circuit judge who had been appointed 
from Missouri by the president, I asked 
the telegraph operator whose wire ran 
from here to St. Louis to inquire of the

with men who knew his tender heart 
and virile brain. But he established 
an era. Other independent men have 
followed him, and there is no longer any 
question of the parity between newspa- 
per men and statesmen. 


The ideal correspondent is a gentle- 


man who represents a district or a state 
in as full and complete a sense as does 
a member of congress. He has educa- 
tion, experience, polish, understands 
legislation, knows parliamentary law 
and precedents, is familiar with the 
workings of congressional committees, 
and knows public men and affairs as 
well as the best of the statesmen. His 
newspaper looks to him for faithful, ac- 
curate, loyal service, just as the people 
look for just such service from their 
congressmen. He must be worthy of 
his responsible position, or he will lose 
it. The statesmen must make a history. 
The correspondent must accurately 
portray it. Side by side the scribe and 
the legislator labor for the welfare and 
enlightenment of the people. The con- 
gressmen receive $5,000 per annum for 
their services. 
The successful and 


worthy correspondents receive approx- 
imate compensation from their papers. 
The brain of the 'one is as good as the 
brain of the other. IB education and re - 
quirements they are on a parity. 


The 54th congress has assembled. The 


gentlemen upon the floor of the senate 
and of the house have multiform duties 
of importance which the people expect 
to be attended to with skill and patri- 
otism. The gentlemen in the press gal-

It will be remembered that not quite 


two years ago certain correspondents 
published stories indicating that mem- 
bers of the United States senate were 
suspected of having been bribed by the 
great sugar trust while a tariff bill was 
pending. 
Immediately a resolution 


was offered for an Investigation of the 
changes, and the newspaper men were 
regarded as being- in contempt of the 
senate. The writers were called be* 
fore a dignified committee and refused 
to divulge the sources of their informa- 
tion. Thereupon they were warranted 
to appear before a local court, but noth- 
ing came of it. The gentlemen were 
right in itfwAttg to give the names of 
their informant*, and every senator re-

A few strokes of the key were made, 
and the operator said: 
"Amos M. 


Thayer." Inside of two minutes, I had 
sent an inquiry half across the con- 
tinent and received an answer which 
was necessary to the completion of an 
article which was being prepared in the 
cap'itol building at Washington. That 
was quick work. Wasn't it? 


The special correspondent at Wash- 


ington during the present important 
session of congress will be a sort of 
free lauce. He will not be circum- 
scribed by iron-clad orders from the 
home office. He will be intrusted to 
accurately inform himself concerning 
all matters of particular importance 
to the readers of the paper which he 
represents. He will write btories of 
general interest aucl^niail them; or, i£ 
anything- of unusual interest 
tran- 


spires, he will telegraph thousands of 
words regardless of the expense of 
telegraph tolls. He must use good 
judgment, be economical or lavish1 ac- 
cording to circumstances, and he must 
decide and act as promptly as a gen- 
eral upon the field of battle. His re1- 
sponsibility is great, and he realizes 
that fact all -the.time. He baa a roving 
commission, but he must never become 
an Apache nor a guerilla. 


The new members of congress usual- 


ly refer to the correspondents as "re- 
porters" for the newspapers which 
they represent. The average corres- 
pondent does not ,like that designa- 
tion. Reporters are usually regarded 
as Ideal writers who work under the 
direction of their city editors, while the 
correspondents are generally men who 
have gone a notch or two higher than 
the position of city editor. It is a pro- 
fessional distinction, of which states- 
men know nothing, until they com- 
mence to learn the ways and whims 
<if this new class of citizens, composed 
as it is of men of a distinct class,'with 
whom the new congressmen have never 
before mingled. Inasmuch ns their 
intercourse is usually pleasant and mu- 
tually agreeable, they soon learn these 
distinctions. 


Journalism is to-day a profession, as 


distinct and as positive as theology, 
medicine or law. It is one of the 
learned professions, and it has grada- 
tions from the young man who "pol- 
ishes up the handle of the big front 
door" to the editor In chief or pro- 
prietor and business manager. It may 
be truly said that no man who would be 
incompetent to fill the position of city 
editor or managing editor should be 
adjudged competent to represent a 
prosperous newspaper as its Washing 
ton correspondent
